Gentlemen of the City Council: 

We have assembled, in conformity to the require- 
ments of the city charter, to inaugurate the city govern- 
ment for another year ; some of us to renew our fealty, 
while others take upon themselves for the first time the 
obligations of public service. 

I have accepted the trust with a feeling of diffidence 
not lessened by the experience of the past year, and it 
is with a profound sense of its responsibilities, and with 
an anxious desire to justify the confidence which my fel- 
low citizens have placed in me, that I enter upon the 
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discharge of the duties of mayor of the city of Provi- 
dence for a second term. 

Our united action should be directed towards the 
advancement and well being of our people, and I invoke 
your cooperation in such legislation as shall contribute 
to the growth, the material wealth and future prosperity 
of the municipality. 

Your attention is now invited to a brief consideration 
of the following subjects : 

FINANCES. 

The gross city debt at the close of the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1881, was $10,100,599.01, and 
comprised the floating debt, amounting to $294,410.79, 
and the funded debt, $9,806,188.22. 

The floating debt consisted of notes incurred for the 
following purposes :

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The general assembly, at its last January session, 
increased the rate of taxation from twelve to fifteen cents 
on each one hundred dollars of the taxable property of 
the state, thereby adding $50,564.31 to the already 
unequal share of the state tax imposed upon the city of 
Providence, notwithstanding the vigorous protests of 
its representatives, and furthermore provided that one- 
half of said tax should be paid in June of each year, 
authorizing any town to provide for its payment for 
the year 1881, ''by borrowing the money necessary." 

This action forced the city to provide for the payment 
thereof by adding to its floating debt the sum of 
$126,410.79, payable as above stated, which has since 
been paid from the tax of the current fiscal year.

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December 18, 1880, the sinking fund commissioners 
paid to the city treasurer from the fund belonging to 
the North Burial Ground, to pay notes given for ceme- 
tery lands and maturing on that date, $35,000,, and on 
the first day of September last, $66,766.66, from the 
Brook street district fund towards the payment of the 
second annual installment of $140,000. of the notes 
incurred in carrying out the Brook street district im- 
provements, making with the net increase of $67,728.06 
as stated above, a total increase in the sinking funds 
for the last fiscal year of $169,494.66. 

The reduction in the funded debt during the last 
fiscal year has been effected by the second yearly pay- 
ment of $140,000.00 of the notes issued for the improve- 
ment of the Brook street district, the payment of the 
North Burial Ground loan, amounting to $35,000.00, 
and the payment of $13,500.00 of the New High School 
building loan, — a total decrease of $188,500.00.

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The decrease in the net city debt during the last 
fiscal year was |140,506.00. The gross debt of the

In the total amount of floating debt there is contained 
the sum of $126,410.79, which was borrowed under 
the authority granted by the general assembly, and 
represents half of the state tax for the fiscal year, 
beginning on the first of October, 1881. This sum 
added to decrease in gross debt of $102,089.21, makes 
the total decrease of the gross debt $228,500.

Owing to the increase above mentioned in the rate 
of the state tax from twelve to fifteen cents on each 
one hundred dollars of taxable property, an increase of 
nearly five cents on each one hundred dollars of the 
valuation of the taxable property of this city, as returned 
by the city assessors, the city council deemed it neces- 
sary to raise the rate of the tax assessed for the current 
year from $1.35 on each one hundred dollars to $1.40. 

I need hardly call attention at this time to the neces- 
sity, so frequently reiterated, of persevering endeavors on 
the part of the city council and our representatives in 
the general assembly, to remedy the unjust and partial 
imposition of the state tax, which has so long existed 
to the disadvantage of Providence. 

The valuation of the real and personal property of 
the city, upon which the tax for the current year was 
levied, was $116,201,800. as against $115,921,000. for 
the last fiscal year, showing an increase of $280,800. 
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BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

Upon the organization of the board of public works, 
November 5th, 1880, the control of the water works, 
highways and sewers was transferred to the board, and 
the three departments, theretofore existing under dif- 
ferent names, consolidated into one. 

During the fourteen months which have elapsed, 
since the board has assumed charge of the various mu- 
nicipal interests mentioned, no work of extraordinary 
character has been demanded or undertaken. Yet the 
quality of such work as has been done and the manner 
of its execution have given general satisfaction, and 
done much to remove doubts previously entertained 
as to the advantage of such a board. 

By an ordinance, which became a law April 25th, 
last, the collection of '' all bills for use of water, for 
water rents, for repairs on meters and connecting pipes, 
and for other supplies and labor," which had been 
heretofore made by the board of public works, was 
transferred to the office of the city treasurer. 

WATER WORKS. 

It is a cause for congratulation, that our water works 
have continued to aiFord an ample supply of pure water, 
during the serious drought of the past autumn, without 
evidence* of any appreciable diminution of their source, 
while other cities have been compelled to exercise a 
most rigid economy to prevent a water famine. 
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In order to avoid any danger, which might arise 
from the sudden or protracted discontinuance of 
the use of the pumping machinery now at Petta- 
conset station, due to any accident thereto, and to 
provide for the continually increasing consumption of 
water, the board of public works was authorized, by a 
resolution of the city council, approved April 6th, last, 
to contract " for additional pumping machinery, so as 
to increase the pumping capacity at Pettaconset station 
ten or twelve million gallons per day." After negotia- 
tions with the most prominent engine builders of the 
country, the board reported to the city council, request- 
ing authority to accept the proposition of Hon. George 
H. Corliss, to furnish the buildings and machinery, 
including engines, boilers and pumps, connected by 
water and steam pipes and provided with every instru- 
ment and appliance ready for continuous use, guar- 
anteed to work safely and with ease, while deliver- 
ing nine million gallons of water in twenty-four hours," 
at a cost of 1 100,000. Such authority having been 
voted by resolution of the city council, approved June 
7, 1881, the work was entered upon at once, and 
the new station, located on the banks of the Pawtuxet 
river two hundred feet below the present Cornish 
engine house and entirely disconnected therefrom, will 
soon be ready for use. 

Although the new engine is designed to pump nine 
million gallons per day, the builder confidently antici- 
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pates that it may be operated at the rate of twelve mill- 
ion per day " without detriment to any of its parts." 

In this connection your attention is called to the fol- 
lowing statement of the average daily consumption of 
water in gallons, during the summer months of the last 
five years : —

There was an increase in the receipts from water 
rents, during the last fiscal year, of $10,701.49 over 
those of the previous year. 

The inadequate head and supply of water, furnished 
by the low pressure service, has long been a source of 
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just complaint to the residents of a large portion of the 
tenth ward, which, embracing a territory of about three 
and two- tenths square miles, has an elevation of from 
ninety to two hundred feet above the level of the sea. 
The plan proposed, for supplying this district, at the 
time of the purchase of the Stump Hill property, was by 
means of a reservoir located thereon, which was de- 
signed to be filled by pumping at Hope Station. 
Another plan for effecting the same result by means of 
a reservoir in another section, and nearer the district to 
be supplied, at a large apparent saving of cost, has been 
devised by the city engineer, acting in conjunction with 
the committee on water. Should the latter plan be 
adopted, water can soon be furnished from the high 
service, by laying a main and pipes, which would prac- 
tically form a part of said plan, when completed. 

The matter of the water supply of this rapidly grow- 
ing portion of our city should receive the favorable con- 
sideration of the city council at an early date. 

SEWERS. 

1.026 miles of new sewers have been built during 
the past year, making the length of sewers constructed, 
since the establishment of the system, 44.231 miles. 

Resolutions passed the city council August last, 
ordering sewers to be constructed in Somerset, Lock- 
wood and other streets, to relieve the Pearl street 
district. Said resolutions contained the following pro-

visions : " that the work on the same should not be 
entered upon, until the streets through which said 
sewers are to be constructed shall be accepted and legally 
declared public highways." 

Since the passage of said resolutions, no steps have 
been taken to cause such streets to be so declared, and 
by such want of action the resolutions have been 
inoperative. 

It therefore follows that there is the same cause for 
complaints of insufficient sewerage for the surface water 
in this district, as existed at the time of my former com- 
munication to the city council, and I now reiterate the 
recommendation that was then made, that the district 
should not be left without such action being taken, as 
shall result in its speedy relief. 

The condition of the water in Providence river, ren- 
dered offensive at certain seasons of the year by the dis- 
charge of sewage therein, can only change for the worse, 
as year by year the quantity of such sewage increases, 
unless means are adopted to carry it to some other 
point. The opening of the sewers into the river, as such 
openings now exist, was intended originally to be tem- 
porary, and to last only until such time as large inter- 
cepting sewers should be constructed, that would carry 
the sewage to a point down the river, where it could 
intermingle with a body of water so large, as to render 
its effects innocuous. While the execution of this plan 
will necessitate a heavy expenditure, the time seems to

have arrived when the vast importance of this subject, 
involving as it does a consideration of the future health- 
fulness of a large portion of our business community, 
demands the most earnest and thoughtful attention of 
the city council. 

HIGHWAYS. 

No new highway work of particular importance has 
been done during the year past, except the repaving 
of North Main street from Randall street to Branch 
avenue with granite blocks, and the setting of new 
curbing in that part of the street, at a cost of $9,877.33. 
The paving of Branch avenue from North Main street 
to Smithfield avenue and other improvements in that 
section of the city have been ordered, and will be com- 
menced in the spring. These improvements have long 
been demanded, and will be especially appreciated by 
those who use the streets for the transportation of 
heavy merchandize between this city and the towns 
adjoining to the north. 

The thorough manner in which our streets are now 
cleaned, by means of the improved methods and appli- 
ances adopted by the board of public works, merits 
favorable notice. 

By a resolution, approved July 8th, last, the mayor 
was authorized, with the approval of the board of alder- 
men, to appoint a commission, " to consist of two 
persons, who, in connection with the city solicitor, shall 
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collect and arrange all statutes and ordinances relating 
to streets and highways in the city of Providence, and 
the use thereof, now in force ; and to report the same, 
together with all changes they may deem advisable to 
be made in the same, in print, to the city council." In 
accordance therewith, I appointed Hon. Thos. A. Doyle 
and Arnold Green, Esq., to serve as such commission- 
ers, — gentlemen whose long experience in city affairs 
and familiarity with the subject considered in the reso- 
lution insure a thorough and satisfactory arrangement 
and emendation of the somewhat diffused and perplex- 
ing laws in relation thereto. 

THE CITY YARD. 

The probable use, for railroad purposes, at no distant 
period, of the land now occupied by the board of public 
works for barns, sheds and the storing of material for 
building and repairing highways, etc., and by various 
other city departments for similar purposes, and desig- 
nated as the city yard, will no doubt render necessary 
the procuring of another location therefor. 

The city council has already authorized the commit- 
tee on the Brook street district, to negotiate for the 
exchange of certain lands in said district, with a view 
to procuring a suitable location for the same. In case 
such an exchange cannot be made in the interests of 
the city, I would recommend that the lot now owned 
by the city on Allen's avenue, containing about three 
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hundred and twenty-five thousand feet, be filled and 
graded and a suitable retaining wall constructed, by 
which means a wharf, belonging to the ciiy^ will be 
obtained in place of the one now hired at a rental of 
f2,500. per annum, and a tract amply sufficient to 
accommodate the various departments mentioned, and 
provide for future demands. 

BRIDGES. 

The expenditures for this department during the past 
year have been $13,877.81, and have been required 
chiefly for repairs. 

No new bridges have been constructed, but extensive 
repairs have been made in the road-ways of the Gaspee 
street and Washington Row bridges, the latter at the 
cost of the Weybosset Land Co., by whom the bridge is 
maintained. A number of the bridges have been 
repainted, among them the Point street, Crawford street 
and Central bridges. 

It is a noteworthy fact, that neither of the draw 
bridges have been closed to public travel during the 
day time, since January last. 

Washington bridge, at India Point, is in a somewhat 
dilapidated condition, and will demand extensive repairs 
if it continues long to be open to public travel. In 
this connection it may be stated that the joint committee 
of the general assembly, to whom the subject of the con- 
struction of a bridge across the Seekonk river, to take 
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the place of the structure mentioned, was referred, have 
held frequent meetings for the consideration of that sub- 
ject. Soundings have been made to ascertain the con- 
dition of the river bottom, and plans and estimates 
arranged for with the leading bridge builders of the 
country. 

It is understood that the committee has practically 
determined upon a single decked iron bridge, to be 
built from the foot of Front street in Providence to the 
foot of Warren avenue in East Providence, and will 
report at the next session of the legislature. As a con- 
siderable part of the cost of building this bridge will 
fall upon the city, and the expense of constructing it 
must be large, it is proper that you should give careful 
attention to the report of the committee, and the action 
of the general assembly in relation thereto. 

LAMP DEPARTMENT. 

This department continues to be conducted in the 
same economical and efficient manner, which has char- 
acterized its management for the past two years. 

The cleanliness of the lamps, and the promptness 
and regularity with which they are lighted, bear testi- 
mony to the fidelity and alertness of the force employed. 

A portion of the electric gas lighting apparatus, form- 
erly used in the central part of the city, has been loaned 
to the American Gas Lighting Co. of Boston, where it 
is now placed on exhibition, with a view to demonstra- 
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ting its possibilities for lighting, police, telephonic and 
other purposes. As the city is the owner of the right 
to use the same, within the city limits, for the purposes 
enumerated, as well as of the patents connected there- 
with for the running of wires under ground, any suc- 
cess which the exhibition may bring to the Gas Light- 
ing Co. will enure to the benefit of the city of Provi- 
dence. 

The number of gas lamps erected, during the year 
ending September 30th, was 44, and of fluid lamps 21, 
making the total number of gas lamps at present in use 
in the city 2,721, and the total of fluid lamps 1,659, 
making the whole number of lamps for lighting the 
streets 4,380. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The city has been remarkably free from large fires 
during the year past, — a fact largely due to the prompt- 
ness with which alarms have been sounded, and the 
celerity with which the firemen have reached the prop- 
erty endangered. 

There has been an increase in the permanent force of 
nine men. This increase in the permanent force per- 
mitted a decrease of call men to the number of twenty- 
eight, — a change which, in the opinion of the board of 
engineers, has resulted advantageously to the efficiency 
of the department, by reason of thie greater rapidity 
secured in reaching the scene of conflagrations and the

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higher discipline arrived at by men devoted solely to the 
business of the department. The fires are thus reached 
in their incipiency, and great loss thereby prevented 
from the action of the fire itself, as well as the larger 
amount of water required, when a fire has attained to 
greater proportions. 

A remedy has been provided for the serious and an- 
noying obstruction presented to the firemen, in raising 
ladders and trucks, by the telephone and telegraph wires 
stretched across the highways, in the passage of an 
ordinance, in July last, providing for the removal and 
readjustment of such wires, — a cheerful compliance 
with which has been yielded by the several companies 
owning the same. 

The apparatus remains substantially the same in 
quality and quantity as last year. Forty-three new 
hydrants have been added, making a total of 1158. 

The force at present consists of 173 men, exclusive 
of the board of engineers, 72 of whom are permanent 
and 101 call men. 

One hundred and thirty-five bell alarms have been 
sounded during the year, while individual companies 
have been summoned forty-seven times, making the 
total of fires and alarms 184, being 9 less than last 
year, and resulting in an estimated loss of $22,240. on 
buildings and $51,295. on the contents thereof, — a total 
of $73,535., a decrease in loss as compared with the pre- 
vious year of $24,000. The insurance on the property 
damaged was $230,500. 
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PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Two new primary and intermediate school buildings 
have been completed and occupied during the past year. 
One located on Peace street, in the ninth ward, has 
seatidg capacity for 216 scholars, and cost, including 
land and furniture, $12,843.26 ; the other, of about 
equal seating capacity, is on Penn street, in the seventh 
ward, and cost $14,18f3.20. The difference in the cost 
of the two estates was due to the price of land in their 
respective localities. 

The other buildings under the charge of this depart- 
ment, numbering upwards of one hundred and twenty- 
five, have been maintained in excellent condition. 

The Scott street school-house was sold during the 
year, and the land formerly occupied thereby returned 
to the custody of the commissioners of the Dexter 
donation, from whom it was leased by the city. 

A school lot has also been purchased for a grammar 
school on Vineyard street in the western district of the 
ninth ward, at a cost of $8,444., and plans for a suitable 
building are now in preparation, and authority for its 
construction will be requested at an early date. 

The residents in the vicinity of Chalkstone and River 
avenues are pressing their claims for the erection of a 
primary and intermediate school-house. As this section 
is rapidly increasing in population, some provision will 
soon have to be made for school accommodations, and 
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their wants, in this respect, should receive the early 
attention of the city council. 

The expenditures of the department for the year 
amounted to about f46,000., of which f 13,000. was 
required for the salaries of school janitors, and the 
remainder expended for repairs and alterations on the 
property under the charge thereof. 

BROOK STREET DISTRICT. 

Most of the members of the joint special committee, 
appointed in December, 1876, having ceased to be 
members of the city council, a new committee, consist- 
ing of five councilmen and three aldermen, was 
appointed February last " to take the care, charge and 
management of the Brook street district." 

This committee has continued the policy, adopted by 
the former, of reconveying property to the original 
owners, instead of purchasing, and has already settled 
eight out of the twelve estates in the district remaining 
unsettled at the time of its appointment. 

By a resolution, approved June 28, 1881, the com- 
mittee is '* authorized, with the approval of the mayor, 
to sell at public or private sale any or all the lands and 
buildings in said district," and it is their intention to 
proceed as rapidly as the interests of the city will per- 
mit, to dispose of this property, in order that the 
proceeds may be applied to the payment of the debt 
incurred in making the improvement. 
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There have been reconveyed during the past year to 
the former owners 74,375 square feet of land, with the 
buildings thereon, making a total of 358,615 feet thus 
reconveyed, since the condemnation of the district. 

As the new buildings, now being constructed by the 
state in Cranston, will undoubtedly be ready for occu- 
pancy by July 1st, next, the Reform School property, at 
present leased to the state board of charities and cor- 
rections, will return into the possession of the city, and 
its future disposition becomes a matter of importance. 

PUBLIC PARKS. 

Roger Williams Park advances in popularity with 
each year, as the annual appropriation for its improve- 
ment is wisely applied by the committee in charge; 
and the public appreciation of its beauties and oppor- 
tunities for recreation is manifested, in the constantly 
increasing number of those who resort thither. 

Individual munificence, which has contributed so 
largely to the embellishment of the public parks of 
other cities, has not been wanting here. Through the 
generosity and public spirit of its donor, Clark J3alrym- 
ple, Esq., a beautiful drinking fountain has been erected 
during the past summer, adding much to the attractive- 
ness of the place, and earning for the thoughtful giver 
the blessings of thirsty visitors. 

It is important that the arrangements with adjoining 
owners, for the exchange of land, looking to the straight- 
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ening of lines at the westerly end of the park, which 
have been so long delayed, should be consummated at 
an early date. 

The several smaller parks throughout the city have 
been well cared for, and continue to furnish pleasant 
retreats to large numbers, who otherwise would be 
deprived of much healthful out-door enjoyment. 

LICENSE LAW. 

The electors at the last municipal election again gave 
authority for the granting of licenses for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors by a vote of 1764 for, and 1373 
against ; majority for, 391. 

The following table exhibits the comparative work 
of the license commissioners from July 1, 1878, to 
January 1, 1882:—

The falling off in the amount of receipts for licenses 
is due in part to the restrictions, contained in " an act to 
regulate and restrain the sale of intoxicating liquors," 
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passed at the last January session of the general 
assembly, forbidding the granting of licenses within four 
hundred feet of a school house, and within a radius of 
two hundred feet, where a majority of the owners or 
occupants object, and also to the judicious discretion of 
the license commissioners, exercised in their refusal to 
grant licenses to parties who have been known to keep 
disorderly places, or shops where liquors have been sur- 
reptitiously sold on Sundays. 

SEMI-CENTENNIAL OF THE CITY. 

The fiftieth anniversary of the organization of the 
first city government of Providence will occur on the 
first Monday of June next. 

The continued prosperity and extensive growth of 
the city in population, and in the variety and impor- 
tance of its industries, during the first half century of 
its corporate existence, are indeed gratifying, and some 
action on the part of the city council for the suitable 
observance of the day would be appropriate. 

POLICE. 

January 3d, last, Benjamin H. Child was elected chief 
of police by the city council, to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Charles H. Hunt, October 23d, 
1880. 

The present chief, like most of his predecessors in 
office, has earned his elevation to the head of the force 
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by honorable service in nearly every department thereof, 
and under his firm, yet quiet administration, the force 
has attained to a degree of discipline and efficiency unex- 
celled in the history of the department. 

The force at present comprises one liundred and 
seventy-two men, of whom two are superannuated and 
incapable of performing full duty. The changes which 
have occurred in the force, during the year 1881, are 
shown in the table annexed :

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RAILROADS. 

The increase of railroad terminal facilities and the 
abolishment of grade crossings, is a matter of universal 
interest to the citizens of this city, and, in connection 
with the improvement of the harbor, is a question of 
greater importance than any which has agitated the 
community, since the introduction of water. 

It seems to be the unanimous opinion of our citizens 
that a rearrangement of the various railroad tracks, and 
the discontinuance of dangerous grade crossings should 
be effected. 

The northwestern portion of the city is now isolated 
from the centre and business part by reason of an almost 
impassable barrier of tracks and constantly moving trains, 
and demands that new highways be established, and that 
those now leading thence shall not be thus obstructed, 
a remedy, to which its importance as a large industrial 
and manufacturing district entitles it. 

The time has arrived when the demands of the mer- 
chants and manufacturers and other business interests 
of Providence, for greater convenience in the shipment 
and receiving of freight, can no longer be ignored, and 
the city advance in material prosperity, or even main- 
tain the rank she has held among her sister cities. 

The last city council, recognizing the importance of 
this subject, and believing that the end desired can be 
best attained by a commission of citizens acquainted 
with the present demands of business and the necessities 
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of the railroads, during the past month authorized the 
appointment of such a commission, and under such 
authority I appointed Col. William Goddard, S. S. 
Sprague,Esq., Robert Knight, Esq., Harvey E. Wellman, 
Esq., and Col. Charles Warren Lippitt, to compose the 
same. These gentlemen are, by their large experience 
and long identification with the commercial interests of 
the city, specially qualified for the discharge of the 
duties imposed, and bring to the subject an earnest 
desire to contribute by their action to the best develop- 
ment and growth of the city. It cannot be doubted 
that any plan they may present will be worthy of your 
careful consideration. 

CONCLUSION. 

I have thus placed before you a brief summary of the 
transactions of the city government during the past year, 
with such recommendations as seemed most worthy of 
your attention. 

The importance of the subjects which will demand 
our attention during the present year, to the future of 
this city, cannot be overestimated, and, if judiciously 
acted upon, will contribute to its rapid and permanent 
growth in population, wealth and prosperity. 

To wisely administer the government of our city will 
require our earnest attention and faithful service. Life 
and property are to be protected ; education dissemi- 
nated and morality fostered, and to this end should 
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our legislation be directed. Our policy should be eco- 
nomical, but not niggardly. A wise economy demands 
at our hands not only provision for the needs of the 
present, but also for such as are essential to our future 
development.

ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE, 
CHAPTER XIII. 

COMMITTEES OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 

Section 1. There shall be annuall^^ appoiDtod by the city 
council, immediately after the organization of the city gov- 
ernment, the following joint standing committees, who shall 
hold their offices until the expiration of the current municipal 
year, viz. : a committee on finance ; a committee on high- 
ways ; a committee on education ; a committee on the fire 
department ; a committee on city property ; a committee on 
police; a committee on ordinances; a committee on claims; 
a committee on printing ; a committee on parks ; a committee 
on sewers ; each of which committees shall consist of four 
members of the common council and one alderman ; also a 
committee on the north burial ground ; a committee on the 
harbor; a committee on railroads; a committee on lamps, 
each of which shall consist of three members of the common 
council and one alderman ; a committee on water, to consist 
of four members of the common council and two aldermen ; 
also a committee on the city debt, which shall consist of the 
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mayor, the president of the board of aldermen, the presi- 
dent of the common council, the chairman of the joint 
standing committee on finance, and one member of the com- 
mon council, to be appointed by the president thereof; and 
a committee on the city engineer's department, to consist 
of the mayor, the president of the board of aldermen, the 
president of the common council, the chairmen of the joint 
standing committees on highways and sewers, and one mem- 
ber of the common council to be appointed by the president 
thereof. 

The board of aldermen shall constitute the advising com- 
mittee on bridges, and the said board shall cause all the public 
bridges to be kept in good repair, but shall not build any 
new bridges nor expend in any one year on any bridge 
except a draw-bridge, more than five hundred dollars, nor on 
any draw-bridge more than seven hundred and fifty dollars, 
unless empowered to do so by the city council. 

Sec. 2. Joint committees, whether standing or special, 
shall have power to elect their own chairman, and in default 
of such election, the member first named on a committee 
shall be chairman thereof, and in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members in the order in which they are 
named, shall act as chairman. 

Seo. 3. Joint standing committees shall cause a record 
of their proceedings to be kept in a book provided by the 
city for that purpose, and no report shall be received unless 
agreed to in committee actually assembled. 

Seo. 4. Every joint committee to whom any subject shall 
have been referred, shall report thereon, within four weeks, 
to the branch making such reference, or shall ask for further 
time ; and all joint special committees shall report to the 
city council at least once in three months, the condition of 
the matter referred to them ; and shall, also, annually in the 
month of January, make to the city council, a full report of 
the matter referred to them, and shall thereupon be ipso facto 
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dischnrged from the further consideration of the matter 
referred to them, unless they shall by joint resolution, be 
continued as such special committee. 

Sec. 6. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
council shall be written in a fair hand, and on separate 
sheets of paper, and shall be suitably indorsed by the mem- 
ber presenting the same ; and no other indorsement or report 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers which may be referred to any joint committee, except 
such as may be made by the clerk of either board of the city 
council. All reports shall be signed by the writer thereof, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. 

Sec. 6. No chairman of any joint committee shall audit 
or approve any bill or account against the city for services or 
supplies, unless the same shall have been ordered by the 
committee, nor shall he approve any bill or account except 
by vote of the committee. 

Sec. 7. There shall be elected annually in the month of 
January, by ballot, in each branch of the city council, a joint 
committee on accounts, to consist of two on the part of the 
board of aldermen and five on the part of the common coun- 
cil, whose duty it shall be to meet once a month and as much 
oftener as they may deem expedient. 
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RULES OF ORDER

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

[Adopted January 2, 1882.] 



FIRST. 

The mayor, and in his absence, the president of the board 
shall preside, but in the absence of both the mayor and the 
president, the members present shall elect one of their num- 
ber to preside pro tempore, 

SECOND. 

The chair shall preserve decorum and order, may speak to 
points of order in preference to other members, and shall de- 
cide all points of order subject to an appeal to the board by 
motion regularly seconded, and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on appeal shall have been decided by 
a majority vote of the members present. 

THIRD. 

Any member desiring to speak, shall address the chair, 
and after his right to speak has been recognized, he shall not 
be interrupted while speaking, except by a call to order, or 
for the correction of a mistake; he shall confine his remarks 
to the question under debate, and shall avoid personalities ; 
there shall be no conversation among members while such 
Doember is speaking, while a paper is being read, or while a 
question is being stated from the chair. 

FOURTH. 

The chair shall enforce order and decorum among persons 
outside the bar, and any person addressing the board by 
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permission or by request, shall, while speaking, be subject to 
the same rules and be entitled to the same privileges of order 
as pertain to a member of the board; provided, however, 
that a member of the board may interrupt such speaker for 
the purpose of asking a question or of obtaining information. 

FIFTH. 

When a question is under debate, the chair shall receive 
no motion except "to adjourn," "to lay on the table," "to 
postpone to a day specified or indefinitely," " to commit," 
" to amend ;" which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order here named. 

SIXTH. 

When a vote has been passed, it shall be in order for any 
member to move a reconsideration thereof at the same meet- 
ing, or to give notice in writing, of his intention to move a 
reconsideration at the next meeting; in which case, the clerk 
shall retain possession of the papers until the next meeting, 
but no longer ; and when a motion to reconsider has been 
decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

SEVENTH. 

Every member who shall be present when a question is 
put shall vote thereon, unless excused for reasons to be stated 
at the time, and by two-thirds of the members present voting 
in the afiirmative, without debate. 

EIGHTH. 

Every ordinance, resolution or order, after being read, 
shall be laid on the table until the next meeting, at the 
request of three members, but shall not lie on the table for a 
longer time, except by special vote or general consent. 

NINTH. 

The order of business at each meeting shall be as follows : 
1. Referred business, including citations, grading and re- 
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ceiving streets, and other matters connected with the high- 
ways. 

2. New business, consisting of executive communica- 
tions, petitions, memorials, remonstrances, reports, motions, 
orders, resolutions, elections, granting licenses. 

3. Papers from the common council. 

Provided, however, that at all meetings specially called by 
the mayor, the special business for which such meeting is 
called shall be first in order, and shall be taken up and ex- 
clusively considered until it is finally acted upon at such 
meeting ; and no other business shall be acted upon or con- 
sidered at such meeting, except by the unanimous consent of 
the board. 

TENTH. 

No person shall be allowed inside the bar, during the 
sessions of the board, excepting members and officers of the 
board and the reporters of newspapt^rs employed to do the 
city printing; unless by special invitation from the chair, or 
from a member of the board through and with the approval 
of the chair. 

ELEVENTH. 

Heads of departments having reports to make or business 
to present to the board, shall give notice to the clerk of their 
intention to present such reports of business, at least two 
days before the meeting of the board, in order that the same 
may be placed upon the docket, and members having busi- 
ness to present, shall as far as possible, conform to the same 
rule. 

TWELFTH. 

The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended or repealed at any time, except by the vote of a 
majority of the whole number elected.

RULES OF ORDER 

OF THE 

COMMON COUNCIL 

[Adopted Januaxy 2» 1882.] 



FIRST. 

The president shall take the chair at the hour appointed 
for the meeting by the council, a)id shall call the members to 
order on the appearance of the quorum, and shall cause the 
journal of the preceding meeting to be read. 

SECOND. 

He shall preserve decorum and order ; may speak on gen- 
eral questions as other members, and on points of order in 
preference to other members. He shall decide all questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the council by any one 
member. 

THIRD, 

Every question shall be distinctly put by the president. 
Where a vote is taken by ayes and noes, and the president 
doubts, or a division be called for, the council shall divide. 

FOURTH. 

Every member present, when a question is put, shall give 
his vote, unless the council, for special reason, excuse him. 

FIFTH. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the president 
directs, or any member of the council requests it, and may 
be withdrawn before a decision or amendment. 
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SIXTH. 

When a question is under debate, no motion shall be re- 
ceived, unless to adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone in- 
definitely, to postpone to a day certain, to commit or amend, 
which several motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they are here arranged. 

SEYENTH. 

No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amend- 
ment. 

EIGHTH. 

When a vote has been passed, it shall be in order for any 
member to move a reconsideration thereof at the same meet- 
ing, or to give notice in writing of his intention to move a 
reconsideration at the next adjourned meeting ; in the latter 
case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the 
next adjourned meeting ; and when such notice of an inten- 
tion to reconsider has been given, no subsequent motion to 
reconsider the vote passed shall be in order at the same 
meeting, unless upon a withdrawal of the notice ; and when 
a motion to reconsider has been decided, that vote shall not 
be reconsidered ; and the same resolution shall come but 
once before the council for reconsideration. 

NINTH. 

The following order of business shall be observed in all 
cases : — 

After the clerk shall have read the record of the preced- 
ing meeting, which record is hereby made the duty of the 
clerk to keep, communications from the mayor shall then be 
received, read and disposed of. 

The unfinished business in which the common council was 
actually engaged at the time of its last adjournment, shall 
then bo taken up and disposed of. No other unfinished busi- 
ness shall bo in order. 
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The president shall next call upon the standing comoQittees 
for their reports in the following order, viz : — 
Ordinances, Education, 

Finance, Printing, 

Claims, North Burial Ground, 

Highways, Harbor, 

Sewers, Accounts, 

Fire Department, Parks, 

Police, Lamps, and 

Railroads, Water, 

City Property, 
and their reports shall be received and diposed of; and no 
other reports shall be made by the standing committees at 
that meeting. 

The president shall next call upon special committees for 
their reports ; and their reports shall be received and dis- 
posed of; and no other reports shall be made by any special 
committee at that meeting. 

Business which may have been received from the board of 
aldermen shall next be taken up and disposed off. 

The president shall then call for petitions and miscellane- 
ous business, which shall be received and disposed of. 

No business shall be offered, received or acted upon, ex- 
cept in the foregoing order ; except that a motion to adjourn, 
and a motion to invite the board of aldermen to join the 
common council in convention, shall always be in order ; and 
may be acted upon at any time during the meeting. 

Questions respecting priority of business, shall be decided 
without debate. 

Provided, however, that at all meetings specially called 
by the mayor, the special business for which such meeting 
is called shall bo first in order, and shall be taken up and ex- 
clusively considered until it is finally acted upon at such 
meeting ; and no other business shall be acted upon or con- 
sidered at such meeting, except by vote of two-thirds of the 
members present. 
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TENTH. 

Any rule raay be amended or repealed by a majority of 
two-thirds of the members voting, after one day's notice. 
The same majority may by vote dispense with any rule, for 
the meeting at which such vote is had. 

ELEVENTH. 

All committees shall consist of three members, and shall 
be appointed by the president, unless the council shall order 
otherwise. And no report not in writing shall be received 
by the president without the consent of the council being 
first asked and had. 

TWELFTH. 

No member shall speak more than once on the same ques- 
tion, until all other members desiring to speak thereon shall 
have done so ; and no member shall speak more than twice 
on the same question, if any member objects, without the 
permission of the council being first asked and obtained. 

THIRTEENTH. 

A special order of business may at any time be voted by 
the council for its next ensuing meeting, which order so 
voted shall in such case, have precedence, for that meeting, 
of the order hereinbefore established. 

FOURTEENTH. 

It shall be the duty of the clerk of the common council, 
in person or by deputy to transmit, from the common council 
to the board of aldermen, all such papers and communica- 
tions as should be transmitted to said board. 

FIFTEENTH. 

It shall be the duty of the clerk of the common council to 
transmit to the mayor all papers and communications finally 
acted upon by the common council, and requiring the action 
of the mayor.

For permanently closiug stops and supply- 
ing the premises through other stops, a 
charge of five dollars will be made for each 
stop permanently closed. 



MULES AND BEQULATI0N8. 
(Subject to additions and amendments.) 

All applications for the use of Pawtuxet water must be made at the office of the board of 
public works, in the form prescribed, stating fully and truly the various uses to which the 
water is to be applied. 

The city will flirnish service pipe connection from the main pipe to inside the curb line ; 
and the board of public works will in each case determine the size of tap, stop and pipe of 
such connection. 

All work inside the stop, (at the curb stone), must be done at the expense of tlie taker, 
by a plumber, licensed by the board of public works. 

The board reserve the right to decline to connect with plumbing which has not been done 
by a plumber licensed by them, or which has not been examined and approv.ed by such 
licensed plumber. 

No street, sidewalk or other public place shall be opened for any purpose, with reference 
to the water works, without a special permit from the proper officer; and such permit will 
be granted only to a licensed plumber, on his written application therefor. 

The strength of the pipes used, their protection against freezing, the kind of faucets and 
other fixtures, and the general arrangement of the work in reference to its security and 
sajfety, are to be subjected to approval by the proper officer. / 

Persons taking water must keep their own water pipes, and all fixtures connected there- 
with, in good repair, and protected from frost, at their own expense. They must provide 
a stop and waste cock, to be properly located inside the building, and have the pipes so 
arranged that the water can be drawn from them wherever and whenever there is danger 
of its freezing. In cases where no stop cock is located on the premises a charge of two 
dollars will be made for closing and opening, when necessary, at the curb stone. 

No alterations in pipes or fixtures shall be made, and no additional fixtures put in, with- 
out notice to the board and a permit having been obtained therefor. The only exception 
to the above will be, in cases where pipes have burst and damage to the premises is likely 
to result from any delay in making the necessary repairs. In cases of this kind, a return 
must be made by the plumber making the repairs, as soon after the work is done as 
practicable. 
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No person shall be entitled to damages, nor to have any portion of a payment refunded, 
for any stoppage of supply occasioned by accident to any portion of the works; nor for 
stoppage for purposes of additions or repairs; nor for non-use occasioned by absence; and 
the board of public works shall have the right to shut off water to make repairs or 
additions of new work. 

When water shall be supplied to more than one party through a single tap, the bill for 
the whole supply fUmished through such tap will be made either to the owner of the 
estate, or to some one tenant who shall agree to be responsible therefor. In case of non- 
payment, the water may be shut off, notwithstanding one or more parties may have paid 
the proportion due from him or them. Owners shall be so far responsible for tenants, 
that new tenants shall not be entitled to a supply untO all arrearages on the premises 
are paid. 

No hydrant, hose-bib or hose attachment shall be placed in any yard or area of any 
premises so situated as to be accessible to persons living in or occupying neighboring 
premises, unless the owner of the premises first named becomes responsible for and pays 
the water rent for all persons using water therefrom. 

In all occupied premises every private fountain, water-closet, set-basin, sink or other 
fixture, whether used or not, will be deemed and held as used, and will be charged for so 
long as such fountain, water-closet, set-basin, sink or other fixture shall remain connected 
with the water pipes. 

No water taker will be allowed to supply water to parties not entitled to its use, except 
through a meter or by special permit from the board of public works or their secretary, 
and if found doing so without a permit, the supply will be stopped, and the water rent 
already paid forfeited. 

Persons who have provided themselves with fixtures for private fire supply, (for which 
no charge for water is made for fire purposes), will not be allowed to use water through 
such fixtures for other purposes, except upon a written permit from the board of public 
works or their proper representative. Any person violating this provision will be liable 
to have the supply cut off. 

There shall be no concealment of the purpose for which water is used. 

There shall be no unnecessary waste of water. Any person violating this rule shall be 
liable to have his supply of water shut off and the amount paid therefor forfeited. 

The board of public works, their agents and assistants, may enter the premises of any 
water taker that is supplied with Pawtuxet water, at all reasonable hours of the day, to 
wit ; between 8 o'clock A. m. and 6 o'clock p. m., to examine the pipes and fixtures, the 
quantity of water used and the manner of its use. 



When the consumer shall prefer to pay the cost of such a meter as shall be approved by 
the board, together with the cost of putting in and of maintenance, rather than to 
pay the schedule rates, or for the quantity estimated, a meter will be put in. 

The board reserve the right to put in a meter at the cost of the city, in any case, and 
charge for measured water, instead of being governed by the above schedule. 

If a meter gets out of order and fails to register, the consumer will be charged at the 
average daily consumption, as shown by the meter when in order. Repairs of meters will 
be made by the board at the expense of the owners, whenever the board deem repairs 
necessary. 

When water passes through a meter it may be used for any and all purposes. No service 
pipes, however, will be allowed to be laid across a street. 

All water that passes through a meter will be charged for whether used or wasted. 

All meters will be set by an employ^ of the board, and shall not be moved or disturbed 
without permission from the proper officer. 

STREET SPRINKLERS AND STREET SPRINKLING. 

No person or persons shall be permitted to take Pawtuxet water from the fire hydrants 
or street sprinklers to sprinkle any of the streets or portions of the streets of this city or 
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for any other purpose without having obtained a permit fh)m the board of public works or 
their secretary, which permit shall be only good for the time named therein. 

The sprinkling of the streets shall be done in such a manner as not to become injurious 
to the health of the public, subject to the judgment of the superintendent of health. 

In taking water for street sprinkling purposes, no leakage or waste of water, either 
from street sprinkler, hose or sprinkling cart, will be tolerated ; and all persons using the 
sprinklers shall leave them properly covered. 

Violation of rules relating to sprinkling streets shall be deemed sufficient reason for 
refusing further permits. 

PAYMENT OF BILLS. 

Water bills for annual rates will be payable annually in advance, on the first day of 
January, at the office of the city treasurer. (See city ordinances chapter CLX.) 

Fractional parts of a year will be calculated to the first day of January next ensuing, 
and will be payable as soon as the water is let on. 

Bills for measured and estimated water will be payable either monthly, quarterly or 
annually, according to its use. 

If bills remain unpaid for ten days after due, the water may be shut off without farther 
notice. 

The supply of water is liable to be shut off for non-payment of bill or violation of rules ; 
and when so shut off the sum of two dollars and the bill, if any, shall be paid before letting 
it on. This liability shall include all bills for water, although previous bills for a less 
supply of water through the same stop may have been paid ; also bills for repairs of meters. 



No person shall open or interfere with the fire hydrants, hydrants for street sprinklers, 
valves or other water-works fixtures of this city, without proper authority. 



Any plumber wishing to do business in connection with the Providence Water Works 
shall be required to procure a license from the board of public works, and at the same time 
to execute a bond, with one or more securities to be approved by said board of public works 
in the sum of one thousand dollars, conditioned that he shall indemnify and save harmless 
the city of Providence and said board from all suits and actions of every name or 
description brought against the city of Providence or any officer of said city, for or on 
account of any injuries or damages received or sustained by any person by or from said 
licensed plumber, his servants or agents in doing said work, or by or in consequence of 
any negligence in guarding the same, or any improper materials used therein, or by or on 
account of any act or omission of the said plumber or his agents, and shall faithfhlly per- 
form the work in all respects, and shall also replace and restore the street pavement over 
every opening to as good state and condition as he found it; and keep and maintain the 
same in good order, to the satisfaction of the said board of public works, for the space of 
six months thereafter; and shall also comply in all respects with the rules and regulations 
established relating to said water works; and also that he will pay all fines imposed upon 
him for a violation of any rule or regulation of the board. All licenses now in force shall 
expire on the 31st day of December next ensuing, and all licenses issued hereafter shall be 
for the term ending December 31, next following their issue. 

No license will be granted to persons other than practical plumbers, or those who em- 
ploy practical plumbers to do their work. 

Each licensed plumber shall state his actual place of business, together with the name 
under which the business is done, for record at the time of taking the license, and shall 
immediately notify the board of any change in either thereafter. 
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All work in the street or other public place must be done in the best manner to protect 
the public against injury, and to secure good and satisfactory work. The board may repair 
work which is unsatisfactory, after one day's notice, and collect the cost from the plumber 
doing the work. 

The board and their authorized agents are to have, at all times, facilities for inspecting 
the plumbing and other work and fixtures while under the charge of the plumber. 

All plumbing must be completed in a building before attachment is made with the 
service pipe, unless by special permit. 

Where service pipes have been laid to or inside the curb line, or continued to the cellar 
foundation of building, for building purposes, a permit will be necessary for any additions 
thereto. 

Plumbers shall make full written returns of the ordinary and special uses to which the 
water is designed to be applied under any permit granted, whether of new work or altera- 
tions or additions, with a full description of all apparatus and arrangements for using the 
water in every case; the return to be made by the plumber who obtained the permit within 
forty-eight hours after attachment with the several pipes, or completion of alterations or 
additions. In case of the suspension of any part of the contemplated work for any cause, 
it shall be the duty of the plumber to make a return of the work as far as completed. No 
plumber or other unauthorized person will be allowed to turn on water. 

No person unless specially authorized by the board of public works, will be permitted to 
tap or make any connection with the main or distributing pipes. 

No licensed plumber will be permitted to take out a permit for work to be done by a 
person not in the employ of such plumber. 

Permit will be required to be obtained by licensed plumbers for all work done. 

The board shall have the right to impose a fine, not exceeding in any one case the sum 
of ten dollars, for violation of rules and regulations by licensed plumbers. ^ 

Violation of rules aaU regulations, or the conditions under which a license is taken, 
will subject the plumbtT to forfeiture of his license, or to a fine or both, as well as to the 
pains and penalties of his bond.

One of the first duties bf your commissioners at the beginning of the 
year was the appointment of a superintendent to succeed Mr. Joseph N. 
Whelden, who, on the 27th day of December, of the year previous, pre- 
sented his resignation as superintendent, as he had determined to engage 
in other business. 

Mr. Joseph W. Baker was appointed to the office on the 12th day of 
March, and entered upon his duties on the 21st day of the same month; 
ftom our experience during the past year, we believe Mr. Baker will make 
a very efficient superintendent. 

During the year, a little more than 84,000 square feet of land have been 
graded and made ready for sale. 

The work of grading the southwest portion of the ground which had 
been long and unavoidably delayed, is now approaching completion, and, 
when laid out with walks and avenues, will add very much to the attract- 
iveness of the ground.

Gentlemen : The Superintendent of the Dexter Asylum respectfully 
presents this his fourth annual report of the expenses of the institution ; 
also the expenses and income of the farm for the year ending May 31, 1881. 

On the 31st day of May, 1880, the number of inmates was 92. 

There have been admitted during the year, by the Overseer of the Poor, 
74; by birth, 2; total, 76. 

There have been discharged during the year, by the Overseer of the 
Poor, 67; by death, U; total, 71. 

The total number of inmates at the above date was 53; males, 44; 
females, 67 ; total, 97. 

The average number of Inmates during the year has been 97i. 

The gross expenditures of the institution and farm during the past year, 
was: $28,346.47, being an increase of $3,068.63.

The current expenses of the institution and farm for the year ending 
May 31, 1880, were $26,277.84; the expenses for the same for the year 
ending May 31, 1881, have been $28,346.47, showing an increase of 
$3,068.63. 
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I deem it proper to call attention to some of the principal causes for 
the total expenses to have so largely exceeded that for the year ending 
May 31, 1880. 

The expenses for subsistence for the year ending May 31, 1880, were 
$5,769.49. Expenses for the same for the year 1881 were $6,712.02, being 
an increase of $942.53, and is attributable to the advanced price of grocer- 
ies, and the change made in the table diet. 

The expenses for clothing. and bedding for the year ending May 81, 
1880, were $1,221.71. The expenses for the same purposes for the year 
ending May 31, 1881, $992.54, showing a decrease of $229.17. 

The expenses for the agricultural department for the year ending May 
81, 1880, were $5,923.75. The expenses for the same purposes for the 
year ending May 31, 1881, $5,951.44, being an increase of $27.69. 

The expense for salaries and wages for the year ending May 31, 1880, 
were $8,877.66. The expenses for the same for the year ending May 31, 
1881,. $9, 283.55, showing an increasie of $405.89, and is in consequence of 
devoting a considerable more ground to the growing of small vegetables 
than usual, which required a greater amount of farm labor to properly 
cultivate the soil, and, owing to the extreme dronght, I was compelled to 
replant several kinds of seed, making double work. The expense in culti- 
vating small seeds per acre in our soil is much greater than in lighter soils 
that are more free from weeds ; there has also been a slight advance in 
the cost of farm labor, therefore the expenses for salaries and wages are 
larger than they would otherwise have been. 

The expenses for the medical department for the year ending May 31, 
1880, were $557.01, and for the year ending May 31, 1881, $410.58, a 
decrease of $146.43. 

The expenses for furniture and utensils for the year ending May 31, 
1880, were $394.48, and for the year ending May 31, 1881, $295.90, a 
decrease of '$98. 58. 

The expenses for fuel and lights for the year ending May 31, 1880, were 
$1,036 18, and for the year ending May 31, 1881, $2,057.98, being an 
Increase of $1,021.80. The reason for the expenses appearing so light for 
the year 1880 was in consequence of coal having been purchased in the 
last quarter of 1879 to the amount of $1,226.20, which supplied the insti- 
tution for more than six months in the year 1880, so that the cost for coal 
for the balance of the year was but $1,036.18, as appears on record. The 
average cost for fuel and lights per year for the four years preceding the 
present was $1,891.59, but in consequence of the past winter being unus- 
ually cold, with a very cold spring, together with the advanced price of 
coal, it would seem to be sufficient reason for the expenses for ftiel and 
lights appearing as large as they do. 

The expenses having been such during the past year as that the miscel- 
laneous account is unusually large, also seems to require some explana- 
tion. There are a number of bills that have been, by your honors* direc- 
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tion, included in the current expenses, and were paid out of the Dexter 
Donation fund, that formerly were paid out of the appropriation, among 
which are the following, to which I wish to call attention, as they to 
some extent explain why the total expenses of the Dexter Asylum and 
farm exceed that of the previous year : 

Expense of repairing the French-roof building occupied as wood-house 
and coffin store-room above, and vegetable cellar and summer milk-room 
below, damaged by fire in June last, $200. 

Expense of repairing and shingling the French-roof building occupied 
as coal-house below, and used as store-room for straw mats during sum- 
mer, $60. 

Expense in excavating ground for connecting boiler-house to a large 
unused cistern, to be used as coal-bin, $75. 

Expense in putting in two new water-closets in hospital, of an improved 
pattern, for the purpose of securing a more perfect ventilation, $225. 

Expense of fitting suitable rooms over men's bridewell for the comfort 
and safety of imbeciles, $50. 

Expense in laying a new 6-inch water pipe, and connecting same with a 
4-lnch pipe in use, for the purpose of a better supply of water in ciase of 
fire, $311.68. 

Expense in changing and extending water conductor on main building, 
$69. 

Expense in repairing the Asylum walls, $350.20. 

Expense In putting in new soil pipe in main building, $100. 

Total, $1,430.88. 

The income from the farm, although exceeding that for the previous 
year, was from $600 to $800 less than it would otherwise have been were 
it not for the extreme drought that prevailed during the early part of last 
season. 

An appropriation was made of $1,000 by the honorable city council for 
the year ending October, 1881, for the needed repairs of the Dexter 
Asylum walls and buildings, of which $153.01 has been expended.

CHAPTER 851. 



AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 149 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES, " OF MARRIAGE." 

[Passed April 7, 1881.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as fellows: 

Section 1. Section 9, chapter 149 of the General 
Statutes, is amended so as to read as follows : 

*• Sec. 9. No minister, elder, or magistrate shall join 
any persons in marriage, unless such persons shall, if resi- 
dents of this state, previous thereto, obtain from the clerk of 
the town or city, in which such persons shall reside, or from 
the registrar of births, marriages and deaths of the city of 
Providence, if they shall reside therein, and if not residents 
of this state, from the town or city clerk or registrar of the 
town or city in which the marriage shall be solemnized, and 
shall deliver to such minister, elder, or magistrate a certifi- 
cate, properly signed, witnessed, and certified by such clerk 
or registrar, setting forth the names and surnames of the par- 
ties, the age, color, occupation, birth-place and residence of 
each, whether either or both have been before married, and if 
before married, whether the marriage intended is the first, 
second, third or other marriage, and also whether the condi-

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tion of either or both persons previously married is that of a 
divorced person, or of a widower or widow as the case may 
be, and the names, occupation and birth-place of each of 
their parents ; and no town or city clerk or registrar of births, 
marriages and deaths in the city of Providence shall issue 
such certificate to any minor or person under guardianship, 
unless the consent in writing of the parent or guardian shall 
have been first obtained ; and the clerk or registrar issuing 
such certificate shall have the power of administering an oath 
relative thereto ; and for issuing the certificate provided for 
in this section, the town or city clerk or city registrar afore- 
said, shall be entitled to a fee of twenty-five cents," 

Sec. 2. Any society professing to meet for religious pur- 
poses and incorporated for the promotion of such purposes 
and sustaining a minister publicly ordained according to the 
customs and usages of such society, and holding stated and reg- 
ular services, shall be considered as belonging to a religious 
denomination within the meaning of section 7, chapter 149 
of the General Statutes, and its minister shall have all the 
rights conferred by said section upon ordained ministers of 
religious denominations. 

Sec. 3. Every society of Friends, and every person au- 
thorized to join persons in marriage shall certify upon the 
certificate required in section one of this act, the time when 
and the place where the marriage shall have been sol- 
emnized by him, and shall on or before the second Monday of 
every mouth return the certificate of every marriage solem- 
nized by him during the last preceding month to the clerk or 
registrar of the town or city in which such rite shall have 
been performed. 

Sec. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect on the first day of July 
A. D. 1881. 
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CHAPTER 855. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 64 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES, " OF TEACHERS." 

[Passed AprU 19, 1881.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section. 1. No superinteudent of schools, or member 
of-the school committee of any town, or trustee of any school 
district shall, so long as he continues in said office of super- 
intendent, member of the school committee or trustee of 
school district, be eligible or employed to teach as principal 
or assistant in any school, supported entirely or in part by 
the public money, within the town where said superintendent, 
member of school committee or trustee resides. 

Sec. 2. All acta and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect on and 
after its passage. 



CHAPTER 856. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 598 OF THE STATUTES, 
ENTITLED, ** AN ACT TO REVISE, CONSOLIDATE AND AMEND 
THE ACT ENTITLED * AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CITY 
OF PROVIDENCE/ AND THE SEVERAL ACTS IN ADDITION 
THERETO AND IN AMENDMENT THEREOF." 

[Passed April 19, 188L] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. Section 9 of chapter 598 is hereby amended 
by adding to said section 9 immediately after clause 15, an 
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additional clause to bo known as clause 16, which shall read 
as follows : 

" Clause 16. No ordinance of the city council shall be 
repealed, altered or amended otherwise than by ordi- 
nance in due form repealing, altering or amending the 
same.*' 

Seo. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

Seo. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. 



CHAPTER 867. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 698 OF THE STATUTES 
ENTITLED " AN ACT TO REVISE, CONSOLIDATE AND AMEND 
THE ACT ENTITLED • AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CITY 
OF PROVIDENCE/ AND THE SEVERAL ACTS IN ADDITION 
THERETO AND IN AMENDMENT THEREOF." 

[Passed AprU 22, 1881.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. If upon any appeal to the municipal court of 
the city of Providence from any sentence of the police court 
of said city, the party appealing shall desire a jury trial upon 
any matters by the pleadings duly at issue and triable by a 
jury, such jury trial shall be demanded in writing by the 
appellant at the time of filing reasons of appeal in said muni- 
cipal court, and thereupon the clerk of said municipal court 
shall forthwith certify said cause and complaint so appealed as 
aforesaid, with all the papers connected therewith, to the 
next term of the court of common pleas in and for the county 
of Providence to be holden more than ten days after filing 
said reasons of appeal as aforesaid. 
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Seo. 2. Said complaint and cause so certified as afore- 
said shall be heard and tried in the court of common pleas so 
holden, or at any subsequent term thereof, to which the same 
may be continued in the same manner in all respects as ap- 
peals to said court from justice courts in said county in crim- 
inal cases.

Section 1. Town councils and city councils may pass 
ordiiuinccs requiring the owners of mills, shops and other 
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buildings in which operatives are employed in any of the 
stories above the second story, to provide said buildings with 
proper and sufficient fire-escapes or stairways for the safety 
of said operatives, and may enforce said ordinances by a 
penalty of not exceeding twenty dollars for any violation 
thereof. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon the passage 
thereof. 



CHAPTER 875. 

AN ACT TO PREVENT THE OBSTRUCTION OF THE FIRE DE- 
PARTMENT AND APPARATUS ON STREETS AND HIGHWAYS 
WHILE ON DUTY. 

[Passed AprU 28, 1881.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. The officers and men of the fire department 
of, or of any fire engine or hose company in any city or town 
in this state, with their engines, hose carriages and other 
apparatus of all kinds, shall have the right of way while go- 
ing to a fire, or upon any alarm thereof, when on duty at any 
fire, in, upon or through any street, highway, lane, avenue 
or alley in said city or town. And any person in or upon or 
owning any vehicle or upon any such street, highway, lane, 
avenue or alley, who shall wilfully or maliciously refuse the 
right of way to, or shall in any way wilfully or maliciously 
obstruct or retard any fire engine, hose carriage or other ap- 
paratus of any such fire department or fire company, or any 
of said officers or men, while going to a fire, or upon any 
alarm thereof, or while on duty at any fire, in, upon or 
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through any such street, highway, lane, avenue or alley, 
shall be fined not exceeding twenty dollars. 



CHAPTER 880. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF CHAPTER 26 OF THE GENERAL 
STATUTES, •* OF THE REVENUE OF THE STATE." 

[Passed AprU 29, 1881.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. A tax of fifteen cents on each one hundred 
dollars of the valuation of the ratable property of the several 
towns, based upon the state valuation as now established by 
law, shall be annually assessed, collected and paid by the 
said towns to the general treasurer, one-half thereof on or be- 
fore the fifteenth day of June, and one-half thereof on or 
before the fifteenth day of December in each year.

[Passed Jnne 8, 1881.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as foUcnos: 

Section I. All lands in the city of Providence held by re- 
ligious and cemetery corporations for cemetery purposes shall 
be exempt from the payment of any and all assessments for 
the construction of sewers made in pursuance of the provi- 
sions of chapter 313 of the Public Laws, so long as such lands 
shall be held and used solely for such purposes : Provided^ 
that all assessments made for the construction of sewers on 
such lands under the provisions of said chapter 313 of the 
Public Laws, or any acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto, shall be and remain for thirty years a lien on said 
lands, without interest, and the city of Providence may en- 
force the collection of said assessments whenever said lands 
or any portion thereof shall be abandoned for cemetery pur- 
poses in the same manner as other sewer assessments are col- 
lected or enforced. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect upon its 
passage.

AN ORDINANCE IN ADDITION TO CHAPTER XIX OF THE ORDI-

DUE TO THE CITY. 

[Approved April 2, 1881.] 

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Providence, 
as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the officer having 
charge of any department in which any indebtedness to the 
city shall accrue, to make out and leave at the office of the city 
treasurer, accounts thereof within one month, and to send to 
the person so indebted, copies thereof, with notices that said 
accounts are due and payable as aforesaid. 



CHAPTER CLX. 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING THAT ALL BILLS DUE ON ACCOUNT 
OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS, SHALL BE COLLECTED 
BY THE CITY TREASURER. 

[Passed In Common Council, March 21, 1881. Passed In Board of Aldermen, 
March 81, 1881. Became a law apon the adjournment of the Common CounoU, 
April 86, 1881.] 

B is ordained by the City Council", of the City of Providence 
as follows: 

Section 1. The board of public works shall make out 
against the parties indebted, all bills for use of water, for water

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rents, Tor repairs on meters and connecting pipes, and for other 
supplies and labor heretofore collected by said board, and for 
highway work, and shall send said bills to the office of the city 
treasurer for collection. 

Sec. 2. Said board shall cause to be attached to each of 
said bills, when sent for collection as aforesaid, a coupon, which 
shall be an abbreviated copy of said bill, and said bill and copy 
shall have the same number or other similar designation there- 
upon. 

Sec. 3. The said board shall debit the city treasurer upon 
its books with the amount of said bills so sent, and shall also 
keep an account thereof with the several parties against whom 
they are made out. 

Sec. 4. The city treasurer shall collect said bills, and 
when the same are paid the coupons thereto shall be detached 
and sent back to said board of public works, and said board 
shall receipt therefor to the city treasurer, and shall also credit 
the city treasurer with the amount thereof, and shall also 
credit the parties paying the same with the amount thereof 
upon its books of account.

Section 1. All bills made out by the board of public 
work9 shall be made by the terms thereof, payable to the city 
of Providence. 
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CHAPTER CLXII. 

AN ORDINANCE PERMITTING THE CROMPTON COMPANY TO 
ERECT A LINE OF WIRES FOR TELEPHONE USE. 

[Approved May % 1881.] 

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Providence 
as follows : 

Section 1. The corporation created and organized under 
the laws of the state of Rhode Ishind and Providence Planta- 
tions, under the name of the Crompton Company, is hereby 
authorized to erect poles, use and maintain thereon a line of 
wires and appurtenances thereto for telephone use in the city 
of Providence from the office of said corporation on, upon, 
and through the following streets, viz. : Exchange place, Cove, 
Sabin, Federal, Carpenter, Dean, High, Cranston streets, and 
Fenner avenue, to the line of the town of Cranston ; provided, 
however, and the authority hereby given, is upon the condition 
and is to be exercised upon the condition, that said company 
shall and will erect or place its poles and wires and other 
appurtenances thereto, at such points on said streets as the city 
engineer shall indicate, and not elsewhere ; that it will adopt 
such changes of location thereof from time to time, as said 
city engineer shall direct, and such other precautions for safety 
from time to time as said city engineer shall require ; that said 
poles, wires and all said appurtenances or any thereof used, put 
up or laid by said company in said streets, or any of them, may 
be removed by said city, its officers, agents or servants at any 
time and from time to time ; that it will conform to and obey 
such laws, rules or orders as may now exist or hereafter be 
prescribed, whether by act of general assembly or ordinances, 
orders or resolutions of the city council ; and provided further, 
that said company will permit said poles to be used for other 
wires or appurtenances thereof than its own, and without 
charge therefor ; and provided, also, that no wires, whether put 
up by said company or otherwise, shall be stretched diagonally 
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across any street, square, lane or alley within the first building 
district below the tops of the buildings therein ; and provided 
further, that the authority given hereby may at any time be 
wholly or in part revoked by said city council without notice ; 
that said company shall and will hold said city, its officers, 
agents and servants harmless, saved and indemnified from and 
against all lawful claims and demands for injuries to person or 
property sustained by the exercise of the rights given herein- 
before, and also that said city, city council or city engineer or 
the agents or servants of said city exercising the rights, 
restrictions, powers and permission respectively given and 
reserved herein, shall not be held, rendered or considered liable 
by said company on accoun t thereof, or by reason of any injury 
or damages occasioned thereby ; and provided further, that

AN ORDINANCE DEDICATING CERTAIN LAND ON RICHARDSON 
STREET FOR THE PURPOSE OF A HIGHWAY. 

{Approved May 8, 1881.] 

It is ordained by the City Gouncil of the City of Providence 
as follows: 

Section 1. The city of Providence hereby dedicates for 
the purposes of a highway the following tract of land, and all 
its interest therein, viz. : 

A certain strip of laud situated in said city of Providence, 
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on the southerly side of Richardson street, and bounded as 
follows : Beginning at the southeasterly corner of Richard- 
son and Broad streets, thence running southeasterly in the 
easterly line of Broad street, to a point ten feet from the 
southerly line of Richardson street, measured at right angles 
to the same, thence easterly in a line parallel with and ten feet 
from said southerly line of Richardson street, about three 
hundred and forty feet, to landofAbnerW. Peckhara, thence 
northerly on line formerly bounding land of said Peckham, 
about ten feet to Richardson street, thence westerly in the 
aforesaid southerly line of Richardson street, to the point of 
beginning. 



CHAPTER CLXIV. 

AN ORDINANCE FIXING THE SALARIES OF THE POLICE 
OFFICERS OF THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE. 

[Passed in Common CouncU May 2» 1881. Passed in Board of Aldermen, May 2 
1881. Became a law upon the a4Journment of the Common Council, May 10, 
1881.] 

It is 07'dained by the City Council of the City of Providence 
as follows : 

Section 1. Section 1 of chapter cviii of the ordinances is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

From and after the first day of Jnne, 1881, the police ofiB- 
cers of the city of Providence shall be allowed and paid 
monthly for their services the following snms per annum, viz. : 
to the deputy chief of police, fifteen hundred dollars ; to each 
captain of police, and to the clerk of police, three dollars and 
twenty-five cents per day ; to each lieutenant of police, three 
dollars per day ; to each sergeant of police, two dollars and 
eighty-seven and one-half cents per day ; to each detective of 
police, three dollars and fifty cents per day ; to the superin- 
tendent of hacks, three dollars per day ; to each patrolman 
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who ha8 not served six consecutive months, two dollars and 
twenty-five ceutsper day ; to each patrolman who has served 
more than six consecutive months, such sum not exceeding 
two dollars and fifty cents per day, as may be recommended 
by the chief of police and approved by the board of aldermen ; 
subject to the restrictions imposed hereinafter in section 2 of 
this ordinance. 

Sec. 2. Nothing in the aforegoing section shall reduce or 
be construed to reduce the pay of patrolmen now receiving 
two dollars and seventy-five cents per day. 

Sec. 3. In case of any neglect or dereliction of duty, or 
other improper conduct on the part of any patrolman, the 
board of aldermen may at any time, upon the recommendation 
of the chief of police, reduce the pay of such patrolman from 
the amount which such patrolman shall then be receiving, to 
not less than two dollars per day ; and upon the recommen- 
dation of said chief, said board of aldermen may advance the 
pay of any patrolman whose pay has been reduced in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this section, to any sura not 
exceeding two dollars and fifty cents per day. 

Sec. 4. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsist- 
ent herewith, are hereby repealed. 



CHAPTER CLXV. 

AN ORDINANCE IN AMENDMENT TO CHAPTER CXXV OF THE

Sec. 2. All ordinances and parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 



CHAPTtR CLXVI. 

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING AND DIRECTING THE BOARD 
OF PUBLIC WORKS TO PAVE NORTH MAIN STREET FROM 
RANDALL STREET TO BRANCH AVENUE, WITH GRANITE 
BLOCKS. 

[Approved May 20, 1881.] 

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Providence 
as follows: 

Section 1. The board of public works is hereby author- 
ized and directed to cause North Maiii street, from Randall 
street to Branch avenue, to be, paved with granite blocks, and 
the side-walks and curbing to be put in proper condition in 
consequence thereof, at a cost not exceeding eleven thousand 
four hundred ninety-one dolhirs and thirty cents ; to be paid 
out of money appropriated for highway purposes. 

Sec. 2. Said board of public works is hereby authorized 
to contract for such material as may be necessary for the pav- 
ing aforementioned and for the delivery thereof, without 
advertising for proposals therefor as provided in chapter cli 
of the ordinances; and all ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 
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CHAPTER CLXVII. 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE ASSESSMENT AND COL- 
LECTION OF A TAX UPON THE REAL AND PERSONAL 
ESTATE IN THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE.

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Providence as 
follows :

No barb-wire fence, so-called, shall hereafter 
be built, erected, used or maintained upon any public street 
or highway of this city, or along the side thereof, or of any 
sidewalk forming a part thereof, nor shall any such fence be 
built, erected, used or maintained as a barrier between such 
street, highway or sidewalk, and any land or premises belong- 
ing to private parties. 

Sec. 2. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
the preceding section, shall be fined not to exceed twenty 
dollars, or be imprisoned not more than ten days, and a like 
penalty shall be liable to be imposed for every twenty-four 
hours that such fence shall be used or maintained. 



CHAPTER CLXIX. 

AN ORDINANCE PERMITTING THE CROMPTON COMPANY TO 
ERECT A LINE OF WIRES FOR TELEPHONE USE. 

[Approved Jane 17, 1881.] 

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Providence 
as follows : 

Section 1. The corporation created and organized under 
the laws of the state of Rhode Island, under the name of the 
Crompton Company, is hereby authorized to erect poles, use 
and maintain thereon a line of wires and appurtenances 
thereto for telephone use in the city of Providence, from the

ing streets, viz. : — Exchange place. Cove, Sabin, Federal,

It is ordained by tJie City Council of the City of Providence 
as follows : 

Section 1. The board of public works is hereby author- 
ized and directed to cause Branch avenue, from North Main 
street northerly one thousand four hundred and sixty-six 
lineal feet, to be paved with cobble stone, and the sidewalks 
and curbing to be put in a proper condition in consequence 
thereof, at a cost not exceeding twenty-seven hundred fifty- 
eight dollars and thirteen cents, to be paid out of money 
appropriated for highway purposes. 
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Sec. 2. Said board of public works is hereby author- 
ized to contract for such material as may be necessary for the 
paving aforementioned, and for the delivery thereof, without 
advertising for proposals therefor as provided in chapter cli 
of the ordinances; and all ordinances and parts of ordi- 
nances inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed.

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Providence 
as follows: 

Section 1. No person shall pour, sprinkle, throw or pnt, 
or cause to be poured, sprinkled, thrown or put, any water 
upon any of the streets, highways or public grounds within 
the limits of the city, after five days notice in writing from 
the board of public works, not to use water as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. Every person violating any of the provisions of 
the preceding section, shall pay a fine of not less than two 
dollars nor more than twenty dollars for each offence.

AN ORDINANCE MAKING APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE SUPPORT 
OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE CITY OF PROVIDENCE, FOR 
THE FINANCIAL YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, A. D. 1882. 

[Approved September 28, 1881.J 

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Providence 
as follows : 

Section 1. That to defray the expenditures of the city of 
Providence for the financial year commencing with the first day 
of October, 1881, and ending with the last day of September, 
1882, the following sums of money, or so much thereof as are 
authorized by law, be and they are hereby appropriated for the 
objects and purposes as explained in the estimates of the city 
auditor, and in the applications of the various committees and 
heads of departments. 

For the repairs of the asylum walls and buildings, one thou- 
sand dollars. 

For the city engineer's department, including the salary of 
the city engineer, thirty-seven thousand dollars. 

For contingent expenses as follows : — Thirty-nine thousand 
clollars for appropriations made by the city council, including 
the fourth of July celebration, and for such other objects 
and claims as are not specified in this ordinance, and five hun- 
dred dollars for the executive department, the bills for which 
the auditor is authorized to audit and allow for payment upon 
their being approved by the mayor. 

For care of the city hall, including the pay of employees and 
for supplies, thirteen thousand dollars. 

For dredging and improving the harbor, fifteen thousand 
dollars ; provided the city engineer shall report monthly to the 
city council the amount expended, and the place where the 
dredging has been done in the preceding month. 

For expenses attendant upon elections, including the pay of 
wardens and ward clerks, three thousand dollars. 
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For the fire department » including the salaries of the chief 
and the assistant engineers, ninety-five thousand dollars. 

For the salary of the superintendent of health, collecting 
and recording births, marriages, and deaths, all hospital and 
quarantine expenses, medicines, vaccinations, coroners' inquests, 
burial of bodies, removal of offal from the city, and all other 
expenses pertaining to the health of the city, twelve thousand 
dollars. 

For highways, one hundred thousand dollars. 

For the payment of notes due May 1 and August 1, 1882, 
for the high school building, thirteen thousand five hundred 
dollars. 

For interest on the city debt as follows : — On the high school 
loans, fifty-two hundred and twelve dollars and twenty-one 
cents; on the war loan payable in 1893, fifteen thousand dol- 
lars ; on the Brook street district loans of 1877 and 1879, 
thirty-three thousand six hundred dollars ; on the public im- 
provement loans, sixty-five thousand eight hundred dollars ; on 
the city, hall and sewer loans payable in 1895 and 1899, ninety- 
seven thousand five hundred dollars ; on the water works loans 
payable in 1900 and 1906, two hundred and eighty-three thou- 
sand two hundred dollars ; on the floating debt, twelve thou- 
sand dollars.

For the police department, including the salary of the chief 
of police, one hundred and ninety-five thousand dollars, to be 
expended as follows : — the current expenses and compensation 
of the police force to be approved by the board of aldermen, 
and all other expenses shall have the approval 'of the board of 
aldermen and the joint committee of the city council on police. 

For the support of public schools, one hundred and seventy- 
two thousand dollars, and in addition thereto, all money re- 
ceived for registry taxes, dog licenses, and from the state for 
public education.

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For repairs of public buildings, including the salary of the 
superintendent, forty-five thousand dollars. 

For maintenance of public bridges, sixteen thousand dollars. 

For the maintenance and improvement of public parks, fifteen 
hundred dollars. 

For printing, advertising, and stationery for public offices, 
ten thousand dollars. 

For rent of land and buildings, seven hundred and fifty 
dollars. 

For the maintenance and improvement of Roger Williams 
park, seven thousand five hundred dollars* 

For salaries, such as are not herein otherwise specified, fifty- 
nine thousand two hundred dollars. 

For the city's proportion of the state tax, two hundred and 
fifty-two thousand eight hundred and twenty-one dollars and 
fifty-eight cents. 

For care and maintenance of sewers, seventeen thousand 
dollars. 

For sidewalks and curbing, ten thousand dollars, to be ex- 
pended as follows : — The city auditor is authorized to allow the

Permission is hereby granted to the New York 
and New England Eailroad Company to have and exercise all 
the rights and privileges conferred upon the Hartford, Prov- 
idence and Fishkill Railroad Company, by an ordinance 
passed January 11, 1864, entitled *^an ordinance permitting 
the Hartford, Providence and Fishkill Railroad Company to 
lay rails in certain streets in the city of Providence," and the 
several ordinances in amendment thereto, subject to all the 
obligations imposed by said ordinance and the amendments 
thereto, and the act of incorporation of said Hartford, Provi-

to Dean street ; Dean street, from Fountain street to Wash- 
ington street; Washington street, from Dean street to Knight 
street ; Knight street, from Washington street to Carpenter 
street, and on Carpenter stre^, from Knight street to Mar- 
shall street ; provided, however, and the authority hereby 
given, is upon the condition and is to be exercised upon the 
condition, that said company shall and will erect or place its 
poles and wires and other appurtenances thereto, at such 
points on said streets as the city engineer shall indicate, and 
not elsewhere ; that it will adopt such chaoges of location 
thereof, from time to time, as said city engineer shall direct, 
and such other precautions for safety, from time to time, as 
said city engineer shall require ; that said poles, wires, and 
all said appurtenances or any thereof used, put up or laid by 
said company in said streets, or any of them, may be removed 
by said city, its officers, agents, or servants^ at any time and 
from time to time ; that it will conform to and obey such 
laws, rules or orders as may now exist or hereafter be pre- 
scribed, whether by act of general assembly or ordinances, 
orders or resolutions of the city council ; and provided 
further, that said company will permit said poles to be used 
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for other wiros or appurtenances thereof than its own, with 
the permission of the city council upon such terms as said 
city council may impose, notice of application for such use 
being given to said company before granting such permission ; 
and provided, also, that no wires, whether put up by said 
company or otherwise, shall be stretched across any street, 
square, lane or alley within the first building district below 
the tops of the buildings therein ; and provided further, that 
the authority given hereby may at any time be wholly or in 
part revoked by said city council, without notice; that said 
company shall and will hold said city, its officers, agents and 
servants harmless, saved and indemnified from and against all 
lawful claims and demands for injuries to person or property 
sustained by the exercise of the rights given hereinbefore, 
and also that said city, city council, or city engineer, or the 
agents or servants of said city exercising the rights, restric- 
tions, powers and permission respectively given and reserved 
herein, shall not be held, rendered or considered liable by 
said company on account thereof, or by reason of any injury 
or damages occasioned thereby ; and provided further, that 
said company shall in writing signify its acceptance of the 
terms, permission, privileges and authority hereby granted, 
and agree to comply with, adopt, and abide by all the pro- 
visions, conditions and restrictions upon which the same are 
given, within thirty days after the passage hereof, and shall 
within that time file the said writing with the city clerk.

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Providence 
as follows: 

Section 1. The salary to be paid to the city officer 
hereinafter named from and after the first Monday in Jan- 
uary, 18829 shall be at the following rate per annum, paya- 
ble monthly : 

To the city clerk, twenty-five hundred dollars. 

The city clerk is hereby authorized to employ one assistant, 
to be nominated by said officer and confirmed by the mayor 
at a cost of not over nine hundred dollars.

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Providence 
as follows : 

Section 1. Chapter xlvi of the ordinances of the city of 
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Providence, is hereby altered and amended by adding there- 
to the following z 

Instead of the sum of twenty-seven hundred dollars per 
annum now paid by the Union Railroad Company, for the 
privilege of laying rails in the streets of said city, etc., said 
company shall hereafter pay into the city treasury of the city of 
Providence the sum of eight thousand dollars per annum, in 
equal quarterly payments on the first days of April, July, 
October and January. 



CHAPTER CLXXXIV, 

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE MAYOR OR CITT TREAS-

RESOLUTION RELATIVE TO PAYMENT OF BILLS FOR KILLING 

DOGS. 

[Passed April 7. 1881.] 

Besolyed, That from and after this date, no bills for the 
killing of dogs shall be allowed by this board, unless each item 
of said bill shall be certified as correct by the chief of police or 
his deputy, or by the captain or lieutenant of some one of the 
police stations of this city. 



RULE RELATIVE TO UNWHOLESOME PROVISIONS. 
[Adopted Angast 4, 1881.] 

Chapter zii of the rules and regulations of the board of 
aldermen, is hereby amended so as to read as follows : — 

1. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of health, to 
visit from time to time and at frequent intervals, all places 
within this city where fruit, vegetables, meat, fish or other 
provisions liable to become decayed, diseased or unwholesome, 
shall be kept, ofiered, or exposed for sale, and if he shall find, 
or be informed, that any of said articles so kept, offered or 
exposed for sale, are decayed, diseased, or unwholesome, he 
shall forthwith carefully inspect the same, and if in his opinion 
the same are decayed, diseased, or unwholesome, he shall pre- 
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pare a certificate in writing, which shall contain a true statement 
of the nature, condition and quantity of the same, of the place 
where the same were found, and the name of the owner thereof, 
or of the person in whose possession the same were found, and 
after signing said certificate in his official capacity of superin- 
tendent of health, he shall file the same in his office, and send 
a copy thereof to the mayor. 

2. After filing said certificate in the office of the superin- 
tendent of health, said officer shall issue an order in writing 
directing the immediate seizure and destruction of said articles 
named in said certificate, which order may be executed by any 
of the police constables of said city, to be detailed by the chief 
of police for said purpose, under the immediate supervision of 
said superintendent of health. 

3. The officer executing said order as aforesaid, shall make 
immediate return, signed by him on the back thereof, of all his 
doings thereunder to the chief of police, who shall transmit the 
same to the mayor within twenty-four hours after the execution 
thereof. 

RESOLUTION RELATIVE TO POLICE BILLS. 
[Passed December IS, 1881.] 

Resolved, That the committee on police of this board, be 
hereby directed to examine and approve all bills certified to by 
the chief of police for current expenses, and for compensation 
of the police force, before the same are presented to the board 
of aldermen for dlowance. 



RESOLUTION RELATIVE TO INVITATIONS TO THE QUARTERLY 
MEETINGS AT THE DEXTER ASYLUM. 

[Passed December 22, 1881.] 

Eesolved, That the rule relating to invitations to the quar* 
terly meetings at the Dexter Asylum, passed May 12, 1870, 
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be hereby amended so as to provide that hereafter, ^ each mem- 
ber of the board and his honor the mayor may invite not 
exceeding five persons, male or female, to attend such meet- 
ing." 



RESOLUTIONS RELATING TO LICENSES FOR PUBLIC 
EXHIBITIONS. 

[Passed January 2, 1882.] 

Resolved, That licenses are hereby granted for one year, 
from and after the first Monday in January, 1882, to the own- 
ers of the Providence Opera House, Low's Opera House, 
Theatre Comique, Music Hall, Howard Hall, Infantry Armory 
Hall, and Amateur Dramatic Association Hall, for the purpose 
of permitting exhibitions therein, provided, however, that no 
wrestling, sparring or boxing matches shall be permitted to be 
exhibited in either of said houses during said time, and that the 
fee for each day of a performance in each of said places be fixed 
at fifty cents ; and provided further, that said places shall bo 
open to the inspection of the mayor and aldermen at all times 
when exhibitions are being given therein. 



[Passed January 19, 1882.] 

Resolved, That license is hereby granted for one year from 
and after the first Monday in January, 1882, to the owner of 
Work's Gymnasium, No. 27 Market square, for the purpose of 
permitting gymnastic and athletic exhibitions thereat ; provided, 
however, that no wrestling, sparring or boxing matches, shall 
be permitted to be exhibited at said place, and that the fee for 
each day of a performance be fixed at one dollar ; and provided 
further, that said place shall be open to the inspection of the 
mayor and aldermen at all times when exhibitions are being 
given thereat. 
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
